CLEVELAND HI — The “bushy- 
haired man" re-entered the Shep­ 
pard murder trial to day when a 
defense witness testified he saw a 
man o f that descriptio n near the 
scene o n the night o f the crime. 
The time was between 2:15 and 
2:30 a.m. last July 4. The witness, 
Leo Stawicki, a steelwo rker, said 
he was returning fro m a fishing 
trip. 
“My headlights picked him up 
in the driv eway standing against 
a tree abo ut 10 to 150 feet away. 
He was abo ut 10 o r 12 feet away 
as the car passed him," Stawicki 
said. 
Lo ng Face, Bushy Hair 
“He had a lo ng face and bushy 
hair. That hair was standing up o n 
his head and that’s what made his 
face lo o k so lo ng." 
He did no t kno w until almo st a 
week later that the spo t where he 
saw the “bushy-haired man" was 
the driv eway o f Dr. Samuel Shep­ 
pard, o n trial fo r the murder o f 
his wife, Marilyn. 
Sheppard claims he was struck 
do wn by a “bushy-haired" attack­ 
er in the bedro o m o n the night o f 
the murder. 
Stawicki related this incident to 
the chief o f po lice in Bay Village, 
suburb where Sheppard liv es, aft­ 
er he read abo ut the murder in the 
newspapers sev eral days later, he 
said. 
Identified Spo t Again 
He said the chief, Jo hn Eato n, 
dro v e him in an auto mo bile past 
the spo t, but trav eling in the o p­ 
po site directio n fro m which he was 
trav eling o n the night he saw the 
man. He said he picked o ut the 
spo t again. Eato n, he testified, 
dro v e abo ut a mile be y o n d, 
turned the car aro und, and passed 
the scene a seco nd time. Again, 
Stawicki testified, he identified the 
place. 
“Bid yo u kno w that this was the 
ho me o f Dr. Sheppard?," defense 
atto rneys asked. 
“No , I didn’t," Stawicki said. 
"Tell the jury when yo u first 
learned that the ho use was o ccu­ 
pied by Dr. Sam Sheppard.’ 
"The next day. I read abo ut it 
in the papers,” the witness said. 
He described the man he saw as 
being abo ut six feet tall and he 
judged his weight to be aro und 190 
po unds. 
Was Wearing T-Shirt 
Stawicki said the man he saw 
was wearing "a T-shirt o r a po lo 
shirt o r a sweat shirt o r so mething 
like that. It was white, is all I 
co uld say." 
Assistant Defense Co unsel Fred 
Garmo ne then asked him if he had 
attended a po lice lineup and Sta­ 
wicki said he had. He said he did 
no t pick anyo ne fro m the lineup 
who resembled the perso n he saw. 
Gnrmo ne then walked acro ss the 
co urtro o m and sto o d behind Dr. 
Sheppard, the accused man. He 
asked Stawicki if Sheppard re-

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Inside Labor 
By Victor Riesel 


LOS ANGELES 
The thousand top leaders of CIO 
may be wistfully folding their big 
tent, but they are far from stealing 
away into the night. Rather they’re 
planning n e w 
organizing and 
political drives 
for millions of 
workers in the 
South, in new 
atomic-era in­ 
dustries, a n d 
among the non- 
u n i on i z e d 
e v eryw here, 
once 
CIO 
» s 
merged w i t h 
vtetor Rtesei 
the AFL sometime next May or 
June. 
Everywhere among the delegates 
to the CIO’s 16th convention — 
most likely its last after exactly 
19 hectic years — there is an eager­ 
ness to revive the piie-driving 
unionizing days of 1937. It was 
mature and realistic Walter Reuth- 


er who set the new tone in a de­ 
tailed verbal report to the 
CIO 
high command. 
As he told of his negotiations 
with 
AFL 
leaders, 
Reuther’s 
theme, and the sentiment of his 
colleagues added up to "What is 
past is prologue.” The “redhead” 
spoke of the potential membership 
in the new industries as an ex­ 
ample; he picked out the virtually 
unorganized 
chemical 
field, 
in 
which there are now threads of 
thousands of non-union workers. 


IN THIS FIELD there are two 
small unions, one in the AFL and 
one in CIO. Once labor is united, 
these two unions could merge. With 
the money and manpower of a 
movement of 15 million members 
behind them, they could unionize 
the chemical industry as CIO once 
did in 6teel and auto. 
So it could also be in the fields 
of plastics and atomic energy and 
in the South and Southwest, the 
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pew labor frontiers, in which in­ 
dustry is throwing up big new 
plants. 
Those who heard Reuther are the 
leaders of 33 international CIO 
unions, all of which go into the 
AFL with t h e i r independence 
guaranteed, he told them. These 
are veterans of labor organization 
—the men who helped build organ­ 
ized labor from 3 million members 
on Nov. 9, 1935, when CIO was 
launched, to 17 million today. 
That meant 14 million members 
in 19 years. These leaders of CIO’s 
3? big unions don’t see a combined 
labor movement’s taking nearly as 
long to win additional millons. As 
national CIO counsel and strategist 
Art Goldberg put it in an analysis 
of what will happen, there are al­ 
most three potential members for 
every unionized worker in the U.S. 
today. 


TODAY'S UNIONS look upon the 
traditional pledge 
of 
organized 
labor “To organize the norganiz- 
ed, not as an empty phrase, but 
as a clear mission,” Goldberg said 
in a speech to another group. 
“To fulfill that mission we are— 
and we shall — spare no effort or 
expense in organizing the unorgan­ 
ized areas of our country.. .The 
future of the American labor move­ 
ment depends, in large part, on 
our ability to.. .complete the job 
or organizing the South. • .”

The time has come to revise 
CIO’s and Labor’s political strategy 
and concepts Reuther asserted, 
much to the surprise of many of 
his listeners who have come out of 
militant political activity. In ef­ 
fect, Reuther said that the recent 
elecion really gave labor little ad­ 
ditional influence in Congress. 
He pointed out that while « uch 
egislators as Wayne M o r s e and 
dubert Humphrey have increased 
influence in the new Congress, 
here was little percentage for la­ 
bor to devote itself entirely to 
these old liberal friends — for they 
were on labor’s side anyway. 


LABOR MUST be mo re realistic, 
and find some common ground with 
the conservatives in the Democrat­ 
ic party too, Reuther said. If la­ 
bor wanted to influence taxation 
and make headway in the South, it 


would have to begin working with 
such men as Sens. George and Rus­ 
sell, as well as Humphrey and 
Morse. 
That’s why the emphasis this 
year was not an unobtainable de­ 
mands such as wiping out the Taft- 
Hartley law. 
There was much talk, and there 
is much more on the convention 
floor, of the details of the AFL and 
CIO merger. But it’s all running 
second to the desire to end one 
era, which began with John Lewis’ 
speeches about “shrunken bellies”, 
and to get started on the new one 
dedicated to the guaranteed annual 
wage, a 30-hour week, $ 250-a-month 
old age pensions and a 25 million- 
member labor movement. 
Art Goldberg added it up in his 
pre-convention speech in San Fran­ 
cisco the other day, when he said 
that the future of American labor 
can be summed up with: 
“You ain’t seen nothing yet.”

But th ere’s also 
a determined search for value, and 
shoppers aren’t just tossing their 
money around carelessly . 


The good start on th eir big sea­ 
son is pleasing merchants in 23 of 
the 33 cities. Until the Christmas 
buy ing started, retail sales for the 
nation had been slightly trailing 
y ear ago records. Since December 
is by far the biggest sales month 
for most stores, the volume of 
Christmas business makes all the 
difference in the profit and loss 
figures for th e y ear. 
Crisp weather has helped bring 
out the shoppers. By putting the 
accent on winter clothing, it also 
has increased store sales volume 


probably just as much as has the 
consumers over the outlook for 
th eir jobs and incomes. Th ere’s 
nothing like a feeling of security 
to make a man more generous at 
this time of y ear. 
Merchants also report a big as­ 
sist from the rehiring of workers 
in many places where lay offs and 
shutdowns had dragged heavily on 
the economy earlier in the y ear. 
For one ex ample, International 
Harvester has just recalled 200 
workers to its Springfield, Ohio, 
plant, making more dollars avail- 


able to Santa’s would - be helpers 
there. And in Detroit, rehiring of 
workers at the auto plants and at 
th e factories of those who supply 
the auto industry has perked up 
the Christmas spirit notably , mer­ 
chants report. 
The construction boom, widely 
scattered across the country , has 
kept money in the pockets of many 
workers — and sent th eir wives 
off on an early look at the depart­ 
ment stores’ Yuletide offerings.

larger unit buy ing, merchants ex ­ 
pect, since in most cases prices 
are the same or a little lower than 
a y ear ago. 
But part of the dollar volume 
increase will also reflect the buy ­ 
ing of more ex pensive items. Fur 
dealers, for ex ample, are happily 
reporting th at fur coat sales are 
up this y ear, after having lan­ 
guished the last two seasons. 
The better look came to the cash 
tills of many firms last month. 
November sales reports of a num­ 
ber of chain stores announced this 
week show dollar volume running 
from 2 to 25 per cent ahead of last 
y ear. Food chains did an especial 
ly good business for thé Thanks­ 
giving holiday and are ex pecting 
to repeat at Christmas and New 
Year’s. 
The gain in sales h asn’t been 
uniform across the nation, and the 
Commerce Department finds some 
store managers merely hopeful of 
holding th eir own. 
Federal Reserve Board figures 
on department store sales last 
week show some cities trailing y ear 
ago figures. New York stores did 
3 per cent better, while Philadel­ 
phia was off 2 per cent. San Fran­ 
cisco reports a 6 per cent drop, 
and Los Angeles was off slightly . 
But the Commerce Deartment 
notes th at some downtown stores 
where sales aren’t setting any fires 
y et report th at th eir branches in 
the suburbs are more than making 
up the difference. 
With two weeks to go, it looks 
like a big and generous Christmas.

meis. As we retu rned to Idlewild 
Airport, we decided to pu t it on

Ou r lu ncheon:Hawaiian salmon, 
a Central American clam appetiz­ 
er and Gu acamlt, an av ocad mix 
frm Mex ico. Shrimp with almond 
sau ce (Ecu ador), a Belgian beef­ 
steak, an Italian green salad and 
coconu t rice in Bu rmese sty le fol­ 
lowed.

For Christmas dinner y ou may

cu re is o ften 
difficu lt. 
Sebo rrh ea is 
o ften co n sider­ 
ed to be o n e o f 
m. Jo r« aa 
v arieties, o n e, 
dry sebo rrh ea, o r dan dru ff, an d 
th e o th er, o ily sebo rrh ea. Bo th o f 
th ese co n ditio n s are mo re co mmo n 
in th e scalp th an elsewh ere, bu t 
may ex ten d do wn to th e ey ebro ws, 
face, an d ev en o th er p arts o f th e 
bo dy . 
In o ily sebo rrh ea, th e h air an d 
scalp feel greasy an d are h ard to 
keep clean becau se dirt flo atin g in 
th e air sticks an d th e h air fo llicles 
ten d to clo g u p with o il an d tin y 
scales o f skin , dirt an d th e like. 
Th is certain ly do es n o t make fo r 
h ealth y scalp o r h air. 
So metimes a tru e in flammatio n 
o f th e skin fo llo ws o r acco mp an ies 
sebo rrh ea, an d th en th e co n ditio n 
is called dermatitis, an d th is can 
be p ain fu l as well as an n o y in g. 
Wh at is resp o n sible fo r eith er 
fo rm o f sebo rrh ea is h ard to say . 
No liv in g p arasite o r germ h as 
been iden tified, th o u gh th ere are 
reaso n s to believ e th at so me kin d 
o f % in fectio n may be at least p ar­ 
tially at fau lt. 
Ho wev er, sebo rrh ea o f eith er kin d 
co mmo n ly starts after th e gen eral 
h ealth h as been lo wered by su ch 
th in gs as in fectio n o r fatigu e. An e­ 
mia, co n stip atio n , in digestio n , lack 
o f fresh air an d ex ercise, an d th e 
wearin g o f stiff an d ill-v en tilated 
h ats are also claimed to co n tribu te 
to th e dev elo p men t o f sebo rrh ea. 
No easy o r q u ick cu re fo r sebo r­ 
rh ea is av ailable. If so me ch ro n ­ 
ic, weaken in g disease is p resen t, it 
sh o u ld, o f co u rse, be treated. Also , 
su ch co n ditio n s as an emia o r co n ­ 
stip atio n sh o u ld be taken care o f. 
Th e lo cal treatmen t o f sebo rrh ea 
in v o lv es first th e remo v al o f th e 
cru sts an d accu mu lated fatty ma­ 
terial an d later th e u se o f stimu l­ 
atin g ap p licatio n s. Th e remo v al o f 
th e cru sts an d debris at first may 
be acco mp an ied by a go o d deal o f 
h air. 
Th e fatty accu mu latio n s are first 
so aked with so me carefu lly ch o ­ 
sen lo tio n to aid in remo v al. Th is 
is fo llo wed by th o ro u gh an d fre­ 
q u en t sh amp o o in g, again selected 
with care. 
Man y ch emical p rep arati o n s 
h av e been u sed in th e fo rm o f 
o intr 
mcn ts o r lo tio n s after th e remo v al 
o f th e scales. Th e co n ditio n « re­ 
sists treatmen t an d ten ds to co me 
back u n less treatmen t is co n tin u ed 
fo r weeks o r mo n th s after th e skin 
ap p ears n o rmal.
